'Fo  Till-;  ( 'i  i'izKNs  OF  F\  : 

tlu‘  lust  ycai-  the  thirteen  schools  of  Fuirhuven  have 
lu'en  attc'iided  hy  4(!1  pupils.  For  the  proper  eare  of  these 
sehools  fourteen  teaehers  and  si.\  janitors  have  h(‘en  ein])loyed. 
'riu'  total  eo.st  for  teachers,  janitors,  fuel,  school  hooks  and 
sn])plies,  repairs  and  incidentals,  ha.-'  heen  S7.h72.:^0.  Ap- 
pended to  this  rc'port  will  he  found  a tal)le  showing  the  cost 
of  each  school  and  also  the  cost  per  scholar.  The  census 
taken  last  May  shows  4h7  children  hetween  h and  In  years  of 
aa'e,  heinit'  an  ineriaise  of  4h  over  the  ninnher  reportral  in  the 
previous  yeai'. 

Your  connnittee  think  that  our  town  is  foitnnate  in  the 
possession  of  school  hnildinys  and  apparatus, — hetter,  ])roh- 
ahly,  than  the  avei-aye  found  in  the  State  : fortunate  in  her 
teaehers,  who  are  faithful  and  etheient  : fortunate  in  her  ))n- 
pils,  most  of  whom  have  had  a mx'd  lioiiu'  trainin<>':  and  for- 
tunate in  an  intelligent  citizenship,  which  adopts  a liberal 
policy  in  a])propriations  for  luu'  ])nhlie  sehools,  knowing  that 
this  service,  so  far-iaaiehiny  in  its  mxal  results,  is  of  vastly 
moi’e  conse(in(‘nce  than  any  other  service  or  industry  in  town. 
))ro\idiim  always  that  the  money  it'iven  thendor  is  wiscdy 
s])ent,  with  an  eye  sinyle  to  the  best  yood  of  the  schools. 
Xow.  with  thes(>  conditions  yiven.  the  citizens  have  a riu'ht  to 
expect  not  only  yood  schools  hut  lietter  than  the  avera<>e, — 
schools  the  yradnates  of  which,  by  tlndr  im])roved  mental  at- 
tainments and  a'eneral  exeelhmee  in  deportment  and  character, 
shall  aive  ])roniise  of  beeomina  aootl  .Vmeriean  citizens. 
Your  eommittee  has  lal)ored  with  this  aim  in  view,  and  are 
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”1:1(1  to  know  tlnit  the  (‘stiiiKitc  we  hold  ;is  to  the  exeellenee  of 
ou)'  schools  is  eontinned  hy  outside'  :ind  disinten*st('d  testi- 
mony. ( )ne  :ie:ideniy  of  est:d)lished  r(‘] )ut:ition  notifies  us  th:it 
our  Grammar  school  diploma.  :idniits  our  pupils  to  tluit  school 
with  no  other  conditions.  .Vnd  still  anotln'r  institution,  ol 
hiylK'r  ”r:id(‘  :ind  of  :iekno\\  l(‘d”'ed  e.xeellenee,  offers  F:tirhavpn 
pupils  its  supc'rior  :id\ :int:i”'es  on  tin'  pi-('sent:dion  of  our  Hi”h 
school  diplonm,  :md  volunteers  tlu-  rein:irk  tint  of  :dl  pu])ils 
who  present  themselves  for  .•idmission,  those  trom  F:iirhaven 
:ire  th('  best  fitted.  And  hetter  still,  the  .M:iss:iehusetts  State 
l)o:ird  of  Fdue:ition  says:  "In  our  opinion  the  schools  of 
F:iirh;iven  stand  vjell  in  eonip:irison  with  other  schools  of  the 
St:d(‘,  :ind_/ffv  hetter  tluin  in  most  towns  payiny  e(|u:tl  salaries 
to  te:iehers.” 

( )ur  schools  are  open  to  p:irents  and  citizens,  who  e:in  form 
:i  h('tt<‘r  estinmte  hy  :i  visit  now  :ind  then,  :ind  draw  their  own 
conclusions  :is  to  the  present  condition  of  our  schools.

ddi('  decision  of  your  committee  to  m;d<c  tlu'  study  of  music 
compulsory  in  all  our  schools  is  produciii”’  most  s:d ishictoi'y 
ix'sidts.  Ill  most  of  our  schools  commendahle  pro”’ress  has 
hccii  made  in  this  hranch,  ('specially  amony  the  hoys.  This 
is  most  eneourayiii”'  to  your  committee,  for  we  know  of  no 
st udy  or  practice  hetti'i' cidculated  to  ('levatc'  the  nature  and 
laNorahly  affect  the  character  than  that  of  music. 

KOtfFKS  St'IIOOL. 

d’hr('('  hundred  and  iiiiu'  |)upils  attended  the  Royers  school 
lh('  last  yc'ar.  Of  this  numher,  4S  come  from  the  riind  school 
districts.  The  attendance  yradually  increases  from  year  to 
\('ar.  Tlu'  averayc'  |)er  room  is  Mil.  Xc'arly  all  educators 
recommend  not  over  40  jmpils  for  each  t('ach('r  and  room,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  best  results.  But  the  huildiny  will  accom- 


niodate  aO  to  a room.  For  mauv  years  to  eoiue  most  of  the 
ehiklreii  in  our  town  will  complete  tluhr  school  eoui'se  when 
the\'  ii'raduate  from  this  school.  ’I  our  eommittet*  therefoix' 
aim  to  make  the  eoui’se  of  study  and  teaehina',  durina'  the 
])U])ils'  sta\’  of  uiiK'  years  in  this  huildina.  as  us(‘ful.  eonipre- 
hensi\  (',  and  ettieimit  as  possible,  ^^dth  the  (uaht  I'ooms  care- 
fully araded,  and  eompettmt  teachers  to  teach,  thei’e  is  no 
reason  wh\'  a a'(>od  pi'aetieal  numtal  e(|uipnient  for  our  chil- 
dren cannot  be  obtained  here,  if  a reasonable  eoopcu'ation  is 
e.x'ereised  on  the  part  of  the  i)ui)il. 

Your  eonunittec'  would  (h‘pi'eeat('  any  attempt  to  disturb 
the  present  conditions  of  aixule  and  study,  or  any  attempt  to 
divert  the  buildina  to  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which 
it  was  oriainally  desianed. 

STANDARD  FOR  RR(  bM(  )'1T(  )N  . 

Your  eommittee  belif've  that  the  inb'rests  of  the  llia'h  school 
demand  a hiaher  standard  of  scholarship  for  admission  than 
that  reciuinal  in  former  years.  It  is  obvious  that  scholars  in- 
ade(|uately  pre])ared  will  not  oidy  find  the  studies  there  ditti- 
eult  and  uninterestina.  but  will  be  the  means  of  retardina  tlu' 
l)roaress  of  the  class,  lowerina  the  standard  of  the  school,  and 
in  many  eases  eausina  the  diseouraaed  pupil  to  leave  school 
i)efore  the  elosi'  of  tlu'  tirst  year,  dhie  school  .superintendents 
of  this  State,  at  their  late  eonvention,  favored  a nine  years' 
Primary  and  (Grammar  course,  provided  ample  ])i-ovision  be 
mad(‘  for  the  eompletiou  of  tlu'  course  in  less  time  for  those' 
capable  of  doina  so.  Your  eommittee,  aetina  in  the  spirit  of 
this  recommendation,  have  made  the  course  of  study  as  now 
arranaed  more  comprehensive  and  the  condition  of  arade  pro- 
motion moi'e  riaid.  havina  the  assurance  that  many  scholars 
will  eom))lete  the'  course  in  eiaht  years.  AYe  believe  a system 
of  promotion  for  each  arade  is  desirable,  and  that  it  will  prove 
to  be  a areater  incentive  to  study.  Ordinarily  the  work  done 
in  the  tirst  three  rooms  will  re(|uii’e  four  years,  but  no  [)upil 
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will  he  i-etuined  in  a lowc-r  iiradi*  who  is  (nialitied  to  advance. 
"Flu'  conditions  tor  pi’oinotion  ai'('  as  follows: 

Firstli/. — An  ax-erau’c  of  70  |)(‘i'  cent,  in  all  studies  will  he 
rc(|uired. 

HecoudJ;/. — Should  the  percauitaii'e  in  a certain  study  fall 
h(>l()W  this,  a u'cncral  excellence  in  scholarshi] > and  de])ortuient 
w ill  cnahle  tlu'  pupil  to  make  up  the  deticiency  durini*’  the 
tollowdny  year. 

TJiirdlji.  — Pupils  who  ha\'(‘  h(‘en  two  years  in  one  ffrade 
may  he  promotcal  w ithout  an  avci'ayc  of  70  per  cent,  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  tcachei-  and  principal  they  can  work  to  better 
advantaya*  in  a hiyher  yrade. 

Scholars  who  coin])lete  tin*  (ii'aniinar  sc-hool  course  will  be 
yi’anted  diplomas. 

A r(‘as(»nabh‘  cooperation  on  the  jiart  of  parents  and  ))npils 
with  the  school  authorities  will  make  the  Poyau's  scliool  not 
only  c(|ual  in  yradc  to  any  in  tlu'  State,  but  make  its  diploma 
a yua)’ant(‘e  of  admission  to  any  Hi  yii  school.

Ayia'cablc  to  the  re(|uest  ol  our  stat(‘  and  national  authori- 
ties, all  the  schools  in  our  town  obsciwed  ('olumbus  Day,  ( )c- 
tobei’  '1\ . Pfforts  were  made  to  procure  a suitable  place 
where  the  public  could  be  admittcal  to  thes(‘  interc'stiny  exer- 
cises, but  HOIK'  could  be  obtaiiu'd.  It  was  tinally  decided  to 
us(>  Royers  hall,  which  could  just  accommodate  !.')()  scholars, 
with  their  tcaichcrs  and  the  town  otHcials.  It  was  the  tii’st 
occasion  wlnm  all  the  school  children  of  the  town  w'cre  brouyht 
toycther.  d'hc  siyht  was  a most  ini])ivssive  one.  The  exer- 
cises (in  the  law  n,  the  salute  to  the  Hay,  the  recitations,  and 
the  music  from  the  children's  swaad  \'oices,  were  all  beyond 
criticism,  while  the  dee])  intma'st  shown  by  the  chihhxm  in  the 
exercises,  th(‘ii’  briyht,  ylad  faces,  and  their  oi’derly  deport- 
iiKUit,  were  not  oidy  most  inspiriny  to  those  j)resent,  but  we 
fully  believe  will  pi'ove  to  be  an  earnest  of  a better  future  for 


our  town.  We  :n)})en(l  to  this  rejtort  the  |)roi>T!unme  of  tlie 
exercises  on  that  oeeasion.

( )nr  tinancial  re|)ort  will  be  found  annex(‘d.  It  will  b(>  ob- 
s(>rved  that  the  l)ills  contracted  and  a})])roved  for  IS'.):^  arc 
in  excess  of  onr  resources,  d'his  amount,  with  the 
detieit  of  last  yeai'.  we  could  not  meet  for  the  followini;-  rea- 
sons. Fnex])ected  i'e])airs  on  onr  school-houses.  ])articnlarly 
those  in  the  rural  districts,  could  not  be  delayc'd.  'I'liere  was 
also  a nec(‘ssarv  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  tcaielun's  in  onr 
rural  schools,  d'lu'se  two  items  alone  involved  an  expendi- 
ture of  8440,  and  thus  prevented  ns  from  keeping  within  our 
usual  resources,  but  any  other  action  on  the  ])art  of  fhe  com- 
mittee would  have  ])roved  iniurious  to  the  schools. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  o])inion  that  on  account  of  the 
uradual  increase  of  children  in  our  town,  and  the  maintenance 
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ot  our  |)r('s('iil  school  staiidai'd,  not  less  than  $7000  is  needed 
for  the  ensnin^'  year.
